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Government House Bombay 1921-1923: 
Hunting Big Game in British India

T he two most exotic centerpieces 
of the NSL's big game section are 
Capt. J. H. Carmichael's Government 
House Bombay 1921-1923 , a stunning 
photo album depicting the breadth 
of his assignment to India, and Game 
Book , his descriptive hunting diary 
of "beats" for big and small game. 

Carmichael was a young officer 
on the staff of Sir George Ambrose 
Lloyd, the British Governor of 
Bombay. He apparently realized he 
was living in the most adventurous 
era he was likely to encounter in his 
lifetime. 

The leather-bound photo album 
preserves over 100 images from a 
fleeting three years rich in history, 
pomp, ceremony and sport in 
British-ruled India. 

Pictures of Lloyd, Carmichael, 
Indian hunters and "beaters" with 
bagged ducks, snipes, teal, deer, 
panthers, tigers, lions, bears and fish 
visually record the success of his 
diary entries. Most photos are 
labeled in Carmichael's neat 
penmanship. Throughout the 
album, his handsome image is 
marked with a white tab. The hunts 
were known as "beats" because the 
Indian hunt servants, or "beaters," 
would beat the vegetation to drive 
the quarry to the hunters. To be a 
beater was an honor. 

These books were among the 
ephemera included in John and 
Martha Daniels's donation of 5,000 
sporting books in the 1990s. John 
Daniels's note slipped inside the 
cover reads: "[Records] the social, 
sporting and ceremonial activities of 


His Excellency Sir George Ambrose 
Lloyd, G.C.I.E., D.S.O., Governor of 
Bombay and his staff. Included are 
photos of the visit of the Prince of 
Wales and some fascinating 
correspondence. The albums are in 
full leather and in excellent 
condition." 

The photo album is filled with 
professional quality 4x6 to 9x11 
black-and-whites that entice one to 
embark on a trip to India 
immediately. They portray 
panoramic images of spectacular 
mountain terrain and rivers, lavish 
hunting camps, polo, the finest of 
Indian architecture, the enormous 
Victorian-style Viceregal Lodge both 
interior and exterior, visiting 
dignitaries from Britain and garden 
parties. 

Lord Lloyd (1879-1941), elected to 
the House of Commons, began his 
career in diplomatic service in 1910 
which later ended in controversy. 


After his assignment in India, he 
was posted to Egypt 1925-1929 as 
British High Commissioner. In 1929, 
Lloyd was asked to resign his post 
in Egypt by the British Parliament 
because of his high-handed tactics 
in dealing with the Egyptian 
government. 

Carmichael kept a meticulous 
hunting diary, recording each 
hunting trip, who participated, an 
accounting of the game and well- 
written descriptions of the beats and 
fishing trips. Reading his detailed 
entries, and he doesn't gloss over a 
lack of success, one can imagine the 
scene - the heat, humidity, the 
vegetation, the game: "Duck were 
not very plentiful and in the 
afternoon after the first volley they 
did not return at all. The whole 
shoot was poor owing to the 
amount of water in the surrounding 
banks, caused by the very late 
monsoon."

In reading the diary, one learns that Carmichael was 
a true sportsman and possessed a keen sense of fairness. 
He describes a pig shoot in which the animals are 
essentially entrapped with no means of escape. He

writes, "The Khudria has palisades jutting out from its 
sides which make the escape of any animals driven into 
these rides impossible. This particular form of 'Sport' is 

happily peculiar to Khairpur alone." 

At a tiger hunt, he expresses a healthy respect of the 
quarry and concern for the safety of the beaters. He 
writes of a beat in Kanara Jungle: "Jungle was all 
bamboo, not a tree in the whole beat, which, by the way 
has a very unsavory reputation, as two beaters have 
been killed by tiger, as there are no trees to get up." 

And once there was a scapegoat when the hunt was a 
blank: "After lunch His Excellency, Capt. Rawstorne and 
Capt. Carmichael, Mamelo and Pratap Singh went out 
for a lion beat, two lion were believed to be in the beat, 
but it turned out to be blank to the bitter disappointment 
of our hosts, who attributed the failure of the drive to a 
violent fit of coughing by Capt. Rawstorne." 

These treasures from Bombay are the banners for the 
Big Game collection. Other books in the section include 
three books by Theodore Roosevelt, hunting in Alaska, 
the American West, Africa and other exotic locations.

O n October 23, parents, 
grandparents, children and 
grandchildren flocked to the 
National Sporting Library to 
experience an introduction to 
falconry. 

Brian Cullen and Duncan Clark 
of the Virginia Falconers 
Association brought magnificent 
and fierce birds of prey: peregrine 
and gyrXsaker falcons, a Eurasian 
eagle owl, red-tail and Harris's 
hawks to demonstrate the ancient 
art of falconry - or hunting with 
hawks.

the falcons flew past spectators at 
speeds of well over 100 m.p.h. in 
search of tasty morsels. Inside, in 
the foyer, even the youngest of the 
visitors could approach the birds 
perched on their handlers arms and 
touch their lush and beautiful 
feathers. 

According to Jack Samson in 
Modern Falconry (1984), hunting 
with hawks is one of the few 
surviving hunting sports that dates 


to the earliest days of recorded 
history. Falconry was practiced in 
China as long ago as 2000 B.C. and 
in Japan as early as 600 B.C. In the 
Middle East - particularly Arabia, 
Persia and Syria - bas-reliefs dating 
from 1700 B.C. picture falconers 
carrying hawks on their wrists. 

"About 860 A.D., the sport was 
brought from the continent to 
England where it flowered. The

English took to falconry like 
Labrador retrievers to water, and no 
sport has ever gained the 
popularity that falconry did in the 
British Isles, especially in the 17th 
century," Samson writes. "The 
history of falconry in America is 
altogether different. For most, it 
was far simpler to hunt with a 
fowling piece than with a falcon." 

OBITUARY 

Seymour Cohn 

S eymour Cohn, an NSL 
Chairman's Council member 
and a major New York 
Thoroughbred owner/breeder 
for more than half a century, died 
Nov. 14 in New York at the age 
of 92. 

Cohn, retired chairman of the 
board of the real estate 

investment company Sylvan 

Lawrence Co., owned horses for 
more than 50 years; at one time, 
he owned more than 200 
racehorses and broodmares. 
Among his stars were 

Kashatreya, Cannon Shell, 

Chasin' Wimmin, Flying Skipper 
and Light Up New York. 

The November 26, 2003 issue 
of the Blood-Horse quotes Cohn 
after Kashatreya won the 1999 
True North Handicap (gr. II) at 
26-1: "We breed 'em, we raise 
'em, and we race 'em." 
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"Be quiet, and go a fishing" 
350 Years of The Compleat Angler 


Y ou are well overtaken Sir; a 
good morning to you." So 
begins the first edition of one of the 
best-loved and most popular books 
ever published: Izaak Walton's The 
Compleat Angler. 

In the first floor reading room. 
Librarian Robert Weber arranged 
an exhibit of the finest and rarest 
editions of Walton's books in the 
NSL's collection. The National 
Sporting Library holds over 80 
copies of The Complete Angler ; most 
are part of the John and Martha 
Daniels Collection, donated in the 
1990s, and are housed in the F. 
Ambrose Clark Rare Book Room. 
The great variety of size, printing, 
bindings, illustrations and 
commentary is spellbinding and 
offers a valuable resource to 
students of angling, printing, book 
binding and great English 
literature. 

The Angler first appeared in 1653 
and has been published in over 450 
editions and dozens of languages, 
exceeded only by the Holy Bible and 
Pilgrim's Progress. Five editions 
were published during Walton's 
lifetime, and every decade from 
1750 onward saw new issues of the 
book. 

This popularity would no doubt 
have surprised the author, who 
considered his work "a recreation 
of a recreation" (as he writes in the 
introductory essay) and did not 
even include his own name on the 
title page until the fifth edition, 
published in 1676. 

As an instruction manual it is 
quite lacking. Indeed, as stated in 
the introduction to Rodolphe L. 
Coigney's 1989 bibliography of the 
Angler: "Little of angling value can 
be learned from The Compleat Angler 
today." 

Coigney goes on to write that it 
was hot until "the fifth edition 
added Charles Cotton's part - 
treating fishing in mountain streams 
with artificial flies - that the Angler 
became truly 'Compleat.' " 


To what, then, can we attribute 
350 years of popularity? Perhaps 
Bernard S. Horne provides an 
answer in his 1970 bibliography: 
"The Compleat Angler lives today, 
and may well do so more vibrantly 
tomorrow, because in its 17th- 
century English prose and verse it 
reports in idyllic form the quiet 
pastoral life of serene contentment 
toward which all those persons of 
goodwill aspire; a life that even then 
was becoming alien to England's 
city-dwellers. It was written, clearly. 


as more than a 'how to do it' 
manual, and throughout its pages 
Walton - a staunch Anglican - 
interspersed his philosophy on the 
virtues of life and on moderate 
living, with homilies on the 
attributes of fishing as a recreation 
that not only effectively banishes 
idleness but at the same time 
engenders serious and pious 
contemplation...The joy of happy 
contentment pervades the entire 
book." 


NSL Featured on Television

television program Fox Five 
Live originated from the National 
Sporting Library on October 17.

Duvall's first visit to the Library, 
and he was very gracious in his 
accolades, emphasizing the cultural 
importance of the NSL to the 
sporting community.

Johnson, of Upperville, Va., is co- 
chairman and senior partner in the 
investment and consulting firm 
Johnson Smick International which 
provides information services on 
economic and political policy 
changes in countries that impact 
global financial institutions. 

Johnson was Vice Chairman of the 
Board of Governors of the Federal 
Reserve System where he served for 
four and a half years beginning in 
1986. While at the Federal Reserve, 
his responsibility for international 
operations and financial crisis 
management involved him in some 
of the most dramatic events of the 
1980s. Johnson played a key role in 
preventing systemic economic 
damage during the stock market 
crash of October 1987 and in the 
coordination of international 
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Manuel H. Johnson 

monetary policy by the Group of 
Ten major industrial countries. 
Earlier, Johnson served as Assistant 
Secretary of the Treasury 1982-1986, 
and Deputy Assistant Secretary 
1982-82. 

Johnson currently serves on the 
board of directors of the Morgan 
Stanley Funds Group, RBS 
Greenwich Capital Holdings, NVR 
Inc., Investment Company Institute 
and is currently chairman of the 
Financial Accounting Foundation. 

Johnson is a collector of sporting 
art, a shooter and fisherman, and a 
keen enthusiast of steeplechase 
racing.

Michael McIntosh and 
Jan Roosenburg, The 
Best of Holland & 
Holland: England's 
Premier Gunmaker 
(Long Beach: Safari 
Press, 2003). 298 pp. 
Photographs. $69.95. 


M ichael McIntosh and Jan Roosenburg provide 
experienced and novice gun-collectors alike with 
a thorough and informed - yet concise - exploration of 
the history of one of the world's leading manufacturers 
of sporting guns and rifles. The authors' expertise on 
the subject (McIntosh has written over 20 books on 
sporting arms and related topics, and Roosenburg is a 
former director of Holland & Holland, Inc.) is 
paramount. With their collective comprehensive 
knowledge, they succeed in striking a balance between 
technical detail that appeals to the most avid collector 
or shooter and a broad historical scope that the 
beginning collector or sporting historian will find 
useful. 

Most of the book's nearly 300 pages are devoted to 
lavish full-color photographs of some of Holland & 
Holland's most magnificent guns and rifles, from those 
specially made for Indian princes, to a rifle custom 
designed and inlaid for President Theodore Roosevelt, 
to a set of guns with intricately detailed engravings 
depicting scenes from the Apollo lunar missions. 

The photographs alone make the book worth 
owning, but this is no mere coffee table book. McIntosh 
and Roosenburg cover in appropriate detail the 170- 
year history of Holland & Holland, from founder 
Harris Holland's beginnings as a London tobacconist to 
today's 21st-century factory, which combines hand 
craftsmanship that a 19th-century gunmaker would 
find familiar with fully modern methods of production. 
Although the fairly technical description of the process 
of gunmaking is mandatory reading for any enthusiast, 
the authors keep their history of the firm deeply rooted 
in historical and social context. They clearly describe 
the development and evolution of Holland & Holland, 
indeed the entire British gun trade, in light of changing 
social and economic climates in Great Britain. Here is 
the firm's true success: remaining at the fore of 
gunmaking innovation and adapting to adverse 
conditions created by such upheavals as the Great 
Depression and two world wars. 

Perhaps the only thing missing from the text is a 
clearer and more forceful argument for why Holland & 
Holland's guns and rifles are considered superior to its 
many competitors. Beyond this, the historian might 
find himself wishing the authors had included 
footnotes or a bibliography. These rather minor 


criticisms notwithstanding. The Best of Holland & 
Holland is a beautiful piece of work, but one that serves 
its purpose very well - much like the sporting arms it 

highlights.

Norman Fine, ed.. The 
Derrydale Press Treasury of 
Foxhunting (Lanham and New 
York: The Derrydale Press, 
2003). 220 pp., illus. $40.00. 

The Derrydale Press Treasury of 
Foxhunting edited by Norman 
Fine is a compilation of 
commentaries, poems and 
stories published by Derrydale 
1927 to 1941. The editor's 
introduction, the results of his skillful research of 
Derrydale's early work, is quite remarkable. The book 
is nicely organized for the reader: Foxes, Hounds and 
Horses, Hunting Humor, Stories, and American 
Hunting and Personalities. 

Based on their sporting experiences, readers will 
find a variety of favorite pieces. I particularly enjoyed 
the sections on hounds and hound work. For example, 
"The Attributes of a Good Hunting Hound" by Joseph 
B. Thomas, MFH, with its creative "wheel" table of 
hound qualities will add to the pleasure of riding to 
hounds. 

The characteristics and qualities of the American 
foxhound are presented throughout the book. There is 
an especially entertaining piece on the advantages of 
the American hound and its differences from the 
English hound by J. Blan van Urk. The same author 
relates the story of the American foundation hounds. 
Mountain and Muse who were imported from Ireland. 

Throughout the book are poems worthy of special 
readings. For example, Thomas Hood's "The Epping 
Hunt," Angela Shortt's "The Hunting If," and Tad 
Sheppard's "Loss of a Friend." Tucked here and there 
are two-stanza gems such as "The Old Irish Hunting 
Song." The drawings and photographs nicely support 
the written work. 

The stories, written by experienced sporting people, 
should be especially enjoyed during the hunting 
season. "Ting A Ling" is a wonderful tale about a brave, 
noble horse. Other stories relate the intoxication of 
foxhunting and nearly all are filled with rather peculiar 
people that some of us might recognize. "The Brooke 
Hounds," an early Virginia hunting story reminds us 
that American foxhunting is about watching hounds 
work a line, listening to them track the fox and marking

the fox to ground. "Trying" is both an informative and 
touching story about a huntsman and his favorite 
hound. 

"Martha Doyle," by Richard E. Danielson, is a story 
of a man's love for his best ever hunter. Danielson has 
a subtle sense of humor about himself. For me this was 
a special story. Mr. Danielson founded the Groton 
Hounds, a nearby Massachusetts pack. At age 17-21,1 
was Honorary Whipper-In to the Groton. I knew and 
admired Mrs. Danielson as described by her husband 
"a more unselfish giver I have never known." This 
story was a special find. 

In a series of short chapters, van Urk reviews and 
documents the heritage of foxhunting in American 
history from Presidents to Chief Justices of the Supreme 
Court to the Church hierarchy and even Buffalo Bill. I 
especially enjoyed the chapters on the Iroquois Hounds 
(Ky.), and that of the Castle Hill Hounds (Va.) which 
had the first official lady MFH. 

In short, I found Treasury of Fox Hunting a great read. 
It was fun, informative and full of life and energy for 
those of us who cherish our horses, hounds, 
countryside and the characters we call good friends.

James Prosek, Fly-Fishing the 
41st: Around the World on the 
41st Parallel (New York: 
HarperCollins Publishers, Inc., 
2003). 312 pp., illus. $27.95. 

T he New York Times has called 
James Prosek "the Audubon 
of the fishing world," but he 
could just as well be called the 
Izaak Walton of the 21st century. 
Just as Walton did 350 years ago 
in The Compleat Angler , Prosek has combined his 
passion for fish with his passion for life in Fly-Fishing 
the 41st. But while Walton's travels were limited to his 
native England, Prosek takes the reader with him on a 
journey around the globe along (more or less) the 41st 
parallel. (He chose the 41st because that is where his 
hometown of Easton, Connecticut lies.) In such 
disparate locations as downtown Paris, the Balkans, 
Kamchatka, Colorado, Mongolia, war-torn southern 
Turkey, and the peaceful pools and streams of Japan, he 
discovers another world - one inhabited by fish and 
those whose obsession it is to study and pursue them. 
Prosek finds that this common language of fishing 
helps define its speakers, creates an instant bond 
between them, provides an avenue into cultures closed 
to the average tourist and serves as a touchstone of 
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humanity in an often chaotic and brutal world. 

Suffice it to say, then, Fly-Fishing the 41st is about 
much more than fishing. It is the story of discovery, 
primarily self-discovery. As such, its appeal reaches 
well beyond the worldwide fraternity of anglers. 
Prosek's devotion to the sport of angling and his 
admiration of fish (particularly trout) are evident 
throughout - as is his excitement at pursuing rare 
species and explaining theories for the existence of 
"mystery" trout. But he is not single-minded and takes 
careful note of and reflects on the world around him. 
His candid prose, thoughtfulness and descriptive 
sensitivity convey the reality of the people, places, and 
situations he encounters during his adventures, as well 
as the effect they have on him. 

Just as captivating as the sometimes mad pursuit of 
fish under hair-raising circumstances are the various 
relationships that Prosek forms along the way. In the 
spirit of a true odyssey, Fly-Fishing the 41st is peopled 
with characters of all cultures and all walks of life - 
some not even anglers at all - with whom Prosek shares 
anywhere from a few moments to several months, 
never failing to recognize significance in each meeting. 

The work of a young and gifted writer and 
beautifully illustrated with Prosek's own original 
watercolors, Fly-Fishing the 41st is one of those rare 
books that provokes both thoughtfulness and self¬ 
reflection. Anyone who has ever traveled in distant 
lands as a young man or woman will sympathize with 
Prosek as he laments upon his return to New England: 
"Home revealed to me what I had secretly feared, that 
despite having traveled bleak countries, when I woke 
in the morning I would be only who I was when I'd 
left." But, such a reader will also relate to Prosek as he 
realizes that his experiences lend new significance to 
the old and familiar.
